The men’s parcels comprise one overcoat, one 
vest, one pair of pants, socks, boots, gloves, a 
muffler, four handkerchiefs, a pipe, tobacco 
and cigareties, and two slabs of chocolate. The 
women's and children’s parcels are of a similar 
composition, with one or two necessary modi- 
fications, like cotton thread and needles instead 
of a pipe and tobacco for the women, and a 
sweater for the children, These have been made 
up in individual parcels to make it easier for 
Mr. North to distribute them. There is also 
a certain quantity of foodstuffs, like flour, 
sugar, condensed milk and Liebig, and a cer- 
iain quantity of drugs, as well as serum against 
typhoid fever, dysentery, and meningitie, and 
smallpox vaccine. A second consignment will 
follow in two or three weeks, 

Reuter’s Correspondent also learns officially 
that the four British wounded officers and 
men from Moscow, whose release by the 
Soviet Government was announced on Satur- 
day, have reached Helsingfors in fairly good 
condition.

THEIR ARMS AND AMMUNITION 
STOLEN. 


TWO HUNDRED ARMED MEN ON A 


COUNTRY ROAD. 

Telegraphing last evening, our Cork; Corre- 
spondent says — 

News of a disgraceful outrage upon policemen 
while patrolling their district last night has 
come to hand from the village of Ahern, twenty 
miles distant from Cork City. Sergeant Bradley 
and Constables Blanchfield and Nagle went 
from their barrack on patrol duty. They were 
suddenly surrounded by thirty armed men, who 
were disguised, and, after a sturdy resistance, 
they were overpowered and tightly bound with 
ropes, and flung on the roadside. 

Before leaving, their assailants stole their 
rifles, ammunition, and accoutrements, In their 
cramped position the policemen suffered tortures 
for three hours. Then the same party of men 
returned, and having untied their bonds, and 
uttered threats as to what would happen if they 
were pursued, took their departure again. ' 

Sergeant Bradley and the constables were in a 
pitiable state when they reached their barracks. 

As they have no telephone communication with 
their headquarters in Fermoy, which is seven 
miles distant, some hours elapsed before the out- 
rage was reported, and then a force of police 
and aóidiers was despaiched, but so far no 


national teacher, was mysteriously murdered at 
Nohoval, eight miles from Cork City, a few 
weeks since, and no person has been made amen- 
able for the crime. 


FURTHER PARTICULARS. 


In a later message, our Correspondent says: 
Further details are to hand of the outrage on 
Sergeant Bradley and Constables Blanchfield 
and Nagle, at 8.30 last night at Ahern. They 
were three miles from the village when first at- 
tacked by thirty men, and divested of their 
arms, two shot guns, and a revolver. Their 
hands were then tied behind their backs, and 
they were marched three miles farther away 
from their barracks. They were told by their 
captors that they would meet a large crowd of 
men, but that they need not be afraid. 

A short time afterwards they met a crowd 
of 200 men, who were disguised, some with gas 
masks, others with cloths over their faces. They 
evidently were bent on laying siege to a police 
narracks, for they were armed with guns, re- 
volvers, hatchets, and iron bars, and also cross 
cut saws and ropes for the felling of trees. This 
party did not molest the police. It was two 
o'clock on Sunday morning when they got back 
to their barracks. 

About the time that they were being captured 
a man walked into the local post-office and de- 
stroyed the telephone apparatus, 

County Inspector Clayton visited the Ahern 
Police Barrack to-day, and made a searching in- 
quiry into the affair.

INHABITANTS DRIVEN FROM 
THEIR HOMES.

LARGE TRACTS OF COUNTRY 
SUBMERGED. - 
Our Athlone Correspondent, telegraphing yes- 


terday, says :—Heartroending scenes were wit- 
nessed on the outskirts of Athlone in the early

VILLAGES ENVELOPED. 

The worst flooding was described as further 
dowh than Athlone, where the Suck river enters 
the Shannon, and this place was reported as one 
great volume of water, enveloping all the vil- 
lages, from which the inhabitants could only 
effect a timely escape. A large number of cattle 
were got off within the last few days in large, 
open boats and on temporary improvised refts. 
One of the hardships attending this unusual 
flooding is that the mill races providing the 
water-power for the small mills on the river 
have been put out of action, suspending all 
forme of working activity. 

The e seen on Saturday, who had left 
their homes, state that the force of the water 
in many instances burst up the concrete kitchen 
floors. The inhabitants of the Black Islands of 
Lough Ree ate completely cut off from the 
mainiand. 

Most of the families now out of their homes 
do not ex they will be in able to return 
to them before the end of April or early in 
May. All prospect of spring agricultural work 
has long been abandoned. 

A VAST EXPANSE OF WATER. 

Our Banagher Correspondent, writing on 
Saturday, says:—A visit to-day to the valley of 
the Lower Brosna and the Shannon south of 
Meelick revealed a sad sight—a vast expanse of 
water, varying in breadth from about two to 
three miles from edge to edge of the floods, 
dotted with trees and the remnants of farm 
produce. This state of things is maintained 
until the river, which in normal conditions would 
not be more than 120 yards wide, passes the 
villages of Meeneans and ha, on the Gal- 
way side, and Redwood and Killycross, on the 
opposite side in Tipperary. There are between 
30 and 40 families affected by the overflow in 
these four villages.

STRONG SUPPORT FOR THE

A meeting of the Dublin City and County 
National Teachers’ Association was held on 
Saturday last, Dr. Horgan, J.P., presiding. The 
following resolution was passed (two members 
dissenting) “— That we approve of the action 
of the Central Executive Committee with refe- 
rence to the proposed Education Bill, and we 
pledge ourselves to support our Executive in their 
efforts to amend the bill as indicated in its 
statement.”

people.

“ “General Townshend himself excuses his 
inaction on the grounds that his troops were 
weakened by short rations, that the floods 
stood in his way, and that he did not like to 
leave his wounded behind. But these reasons 
are not considered to justify his passive atii- 
tude. The garrison was on short rations, but 
there was plenty of fight left in the men, 
who kept the flag flying for forty-nine days 
after General Aylmer withdrew from Dujailah. 
The floods did not prevent Aylmer reaching 
Dujailah, or the Turks from reinforcing the 
redéubt. As to the wounded, no commander 
likes to abendon them, but it has often to 
be done in war, and there was no reason to 
think that the Tufkish cormmander, Khalil 
Pasha, would not respect the Geneva Con- 
vention. As a matter of faet, after the sur- 
render Khalil sent the wounded, down into the 
sritish lines under their own medical officers. 
“*General Townshend could not have 
joined hands with General Aylmer without his 
force suffering heavy casualties, but it would 
have been better to have died fighting than 
by slow starvation in eaptivity. Out of 
11,000 men who eventually surrendered, 7,000 
were starved to death in Anatolia. General 
Townshend is a brave man, but now that the 
story of Kut has been unravelled it is not 
possible to blame the War Office for the view 
they have taken cf his copduct as a com- 
mander before he was compelled to surrender." 
“The above statement in Truth reminds me 
of a ‘skilled witness’ in the Law Courts. 
know that, in general, criticism launched with 
the customary courage of the anonymous may 
be disregarded, but in this case the writer evi- 
dently pretends to have a certain authority.

THE EXPORT OF IRISH CATTLE. 


CONFUSING EFFECTS OF RECENT ORDER. 

The sudden order forbidding the landing of 
Trish fat cattle on ay morning at receiving 
ports across the Channel, produced somewhat 
of a sensation in the first case at the Liffey, 
and serious effects before Saturday shipping 
had terminated at the river. During the day 
ex rs were reported to have been busy in 
asking permission for the shipment of cattle 
actually booked, and in some cases already em- 
barked on steamers at the North Wall. The 
City of Dublin Line steamer for Liverpool 
cleared away with her load of live stock about 
1 o'clock on Saturday afternoon, thus makibg 
sure of getting into the Mersey and landing her 
animals betore midnight ushered in yesterday 
morning and its Sunday embargo. The Holy- 
head afternoon steamers were also, thanks to 
their short sea routes, able to get over the 
Channel with live stock well within the time 
limit, but other lines of steamers from Dublin 
were not so lucky. 

The G. and J, Burns Line steamer Magpie, 
which had actually embarked upwards of 200 
head of fat cattle, and had those animals 
snugly housed below decks was, at the last 
moment, obliged to evict every one of these 
cattle, and send them ashore again. The Laird 
Line steamer sailing for Heysham on Saturday 
evening, although a big consignment of fat 
cattle was in the corhpany’s yards awaiting em- 
barkation to the Lancashire port, was reluc- 
tantly obliged to disappoint the ex rs, and 
leave without her cargo of fat cattle.

No one knows better than I do as a student of 
military history, that at the last moment, if he 
still commands a disciplined body of men who 
are in good heart, a general may, perhaps, hope 
to cut his way out and join the neighbouring 
army in the field.

In France they were adopting garden 
euburbs, and plane had been made, but ‘the 
financial question remained unsolved. The same 
applied to Norway, and in Ireland, as in Eng-. 
land and Scotland, the problem was & pressing 
one. There was a tendency to have self-con- 
tained houses of two etoreys, but houses in the 
suburbs were wanted where each dwelling would 
have a garden. That waa the direction efforts 
should take, .s it would greatly good 
health and improved social conditions. All 
such echemes would require to be eubsidised. 
Captain Reiss then displayed on the screen a 
number of desirable types of houses, Views 
were shown of Lechworth, Hampstead, showing 
how cost was reduced and «pace gained by the 
new plans of garden cities and suburbs. iews 
were shown of crowded areas in London and 
other cities. It wae pointed out that in garden 
cities people could live close to their work, and 
the factories and works could be made more 
healthy and attractive. He had seen the plans 
of the northern area in Dublin, and, in his 
opinion, they formed the basis for future 
progress. 

Mr. James Vincent Brady referred to some 
of the things that could be done to carry out 
the lecturer's ideas. The conditions in Dublin 
were deplorable. It was their urgent duty to 
arouse interest in the question. ‘It was a great 
error not to build houses on virgin sites, which 
could be obtained in Dublin. State aid was 
necessary, and they must get it. They in 
Ireland had not been as well treated ae those in i 
Englaud, and Seotland, and similar financial 
terme had been demanded without avail.

Tus Sux :—Two beautiful groups of spote have 
passed across the Sun's dise during the past 
week. For a day or two both were visible 
to the naked eye, and they were most interest- 
ing telescopic objecta. The observation of eun- 
spots is one of the things in which the possessor 
of a smal) telescope can do useful work. 
A large instrument is both inconvenient and 
dangerous for solar work, which is best done, 
at least so far ae observing, recording, drawing, 
and measuring spote are concerned, with a 
glase under six inches aperture. Even the 
humble two-inch ean make itself useful, while 
instrumetite of three to five-inch are ideal for 
the purpose. The observer should also remem. 
ber to use the lowest magtification available. 
Powers of from thirty to sixty times are the 
most suitable for general solar work. 

It may not be out of place here to state, in 
view of recent speculations in the Press, that 
no connection whatever ia traceable between 
sunspots “and weather. Most careful corm- 
parisons have been made for this very pur- 
pose between curves of sunspot frequency and 
those of barometer temperature, rainfall, etc. 
The net result has been to show that weather 
is totally indifferent to suns Heavy rains 
occur ab gunspot maxima, and equally at 
minima; eo do droughts. Hot summers and 
cold ones, mild winters and severe ones occut 
indifferently at all states of sunspot frequency. 
The barometer curve. is equally indifferent to 
them. The only atmospheric phenomenon 
which distinetly responds to changes in the 
Sun’s activity ie the Aurora Borealis, and this 
ean hardly be classed aa weather.
